modifyi ng, at the first node> at least one of the result messages to create second 
results, wherein the second results comprise m a_second array of result mesaago 
messages including the modified result messagefs^ : 

receiving, at a third node> the second results: 

modifying, at tlic third node, at least one of the second result messages to create 
third results, wherein the third results comprise a third axrav of result messages including 
the modified secondjresult messagefs"); and 

sending the -s e e ea d third results to a requesting client node. 

2. (Original) The method as recited in claim 1, whei-ein the result messages comprise 
at least one log entry. 

3. (Original) The method as recited in claim 2> wherein the log entry comprises a 
system log, 

4. (Original) The method as recited in claim 2, wherein the log entiy comprises a 
security log. 

5. (Original) The method as recited in claim 2, wherein the log entry comprises an 
audit log. 

6. (Original) The method as recited in claim 2, wherein the log entry comprises an 
application log. 
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7. (Original) The method as recited in claim 1 , wherein at least one of the entries in 
the result messages is an error message and includes a severity field indicating a severity 
of the error. 

8. (Original) Tlie method as recited in claini 7, wherein the severity field is a 
warning. 

9. (Original) The method as recited in claim 7, wherein the severity field is an 
informational field. 

1 0. (Currently Amended) A method for transmitting log entries within result data 
structure through a chain of nodes in a multi-node networked data processing system, 
the method comprising: 

sendijiig, from a first node, a command request to a second node; 

receivingj at the fJrst node, r e sults a result of execution from the second node, 
wherein the result of execution contains both the a program result from the one or more 
tasks executed and an array a set of log messages, wherein each log message contains a 
unique identifier and associated text content; and 

modifyin g, at the first node, at least one of the log messages in the set of log 
messages received in the result to produce a modified result and p t aoi - ng apuending the 
modified result into a to an existing log system on the first nod e, the existing log system 
comprising a first node result of execution jfrom one or more tasks executed bv the first 
node . 

1 1 . (Original) The metliod as recited in claim 1 0, fiirther comprising: 
transmitting the modified result to a requesting node. 

12. (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, wherein at least some of the set of 
log messages in the modified result are identical to corresponding log messages in the 
result. 
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13. (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, wherein the modified result contains 
all of the log messages contained wi thin the result. 

14. (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, wherein the modified result contains 
none of the log messages contained within the result. 

1 5. (Ori ginal) The method as recited in claim 1 0, wherein the step of modifying 
comprises placing a modified log entry in the modified results corresponding to an 
unmodified log entry in the set of log messages in the results. 

16. (Original) The method as recited in claim 10, wherein modifying the set of log 
messages compri ses translating at least one of the log entries in the set of log entries from 
a first language into a primary language of the requesting client node if the first language 
is different from the primary language of the requesting client node. 

1 7. (Original) The method as recited in claim 16, wherein the translating the log 
entries comprises matching the message identification of a log entry with a corresponding 
replacement text in the primary language of the requesting client node. 

18. (Currently Amended) A computer program product in a computer readable media 
for use in a data processing system for managing result information in a multi-node 
networked data processing systemf^ tlie computer program product comprising: 

first instructions for receiving, at a first node, first results of execution fi-om a task 
executed on a second node in the networked data processing system, wherein the first 
results comprise an array of result messagesy wh e r e in e ach reoult mcssflgc containis a 
uniqu e m e ooago identifier and associat e d mosgago toxi content ; 

second instmctions for modifyin g, at the first node, at least one of the result 
messages to create second results, wherein the second results comprise a second array 
of result m e ssag e messages including the modified result message( s ) ; md 

third instructions for receiving, at a third node, the second results: 
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fourth instructions for modifying, at the third node, at least one of the second 
result messages to create third results, wherein the third results comprise a third array of 
result messages including the modified second resxilt messagcf s"):

node. 

(Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 1 8, wherein the 
result messages comprise at least one log entry. 

20. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 19, wherein the log 
entry comprises a system log. 

21. (Original) The computer prograiri product as recited in claim 19, wherein the log 
entry comprises a security log. 

22. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 19, wherein the log 
entry comprises an audit log. 

23. (Original) Tlie computer program product as recited in claim 19, wherein the log 
entry comprises an application log. 

24. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 1 8, wherein at least 
one of the entries in tine result messages is an error message and includes a severity field 
indicating a severity of the error. 

25. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 24, wherein the 
severity field is a warning. 

26. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 24, wherein the 
severity field is an informational field. 
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21. (Currently Amended) A computer program product in a computer readable media 
for use in a data processing system for transmitting log entries wttliin result data 
structures througli a chain of nodes in a multi-node networked data processing system, 
the computer program product comprising: 

first instructions for sending, ftom a first node, a command request to a second 

node; 

second instructions for receiving, at the first node, rooulta ajresult of execution 
fi'om die second node, wherein the result of execution contains both the a program result 
firom #*e one or more tasks executed and on array a set of log messages, wherein each log 
message contains a unique identifier and associated text content; and 

third instructions for modifying, at the first node, at least o ne of the log messages 
in the set of log messages received in the result to produce a modified result and placing 
appending the modified result into a to an existing log system on the first node , the 
existing log system compri sing a first node result of execution firom one or more tasks 
executed bv the first node . 

28. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, furdier 
comprising: 

fouxtb instructions for transmitting the modified result to a requesting node. 

29. (Origina]) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein at least 
some of the set of log messages in the modified result are identical to corresponding log 
messages in the result. 

30. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
modified result contains all of the log messages contained within the result. 

3 1 . (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the 
modified result contains none of the log messages contained within the result. 
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32. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein the step 
of modifymg comprises placing a modified log entry in the modified results 
corresponding to an unmodified log entry in the set of log messages in the results. 

33. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 27, wherein 
modifying the set of log messages comprises translating at least one of the log entries in 
the set of log entries from a first language into a primary language of the requesting client 
node if the first language is different from the primary language of the ):^questing client 
node. 

34. (Original) The computer program product as recited in claim 33, wherein the 
translating the log entries comprises matching the message identification of a log entry 
with a corresponding replacement text in the primary language of the requesting client 
node. 

35. (Currently Amended) A system for managing result information in a multi-node 
networked data processing systemt^ the system comprising: 

first means for receiving, at a first node, first results of execution &om a task 
executed on a second node in the networked data processing system, wherein the first 
results comprise an array of result messagesT- wher e i^^ e ach r e sult m e ssag e contains a 
uniqu e m e oaago identifier and - aflsociatod m e ssag e t e xt cont e nt ;

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36. (Original) Hie system as recited in claim 35, wherein the result messages 
comprise at least one log entry. 

37. (Original) Tlie system as recited in claim 36, wherein the log entry comprises a 
system log. 

38. (Original) The system as recited in claim 36, wherein the log entry comprises a 
security log. 

39. (Original) The system as recited in claim 36, wherein the log entry comprises an 
audit log. 

40. (Original) The system as recited in claim 36, wherein the log entry comprises an 
application log. 

41 . (Original) The system as recited in claim 35, wherein at least one of the entries in 
tiie result messages is an error message and includes a severity field indicating a severity 
of the error. 

42. (Original) The system as recited in claim 41, wherein the severity field is a 
warning. 

43. (Original) The system as recited in claim 41, wherein the severity field is an 
infon^ational field. 

44. (Currently Amended) A system for transmitting log entries within resuh data 
structures through a chain of nodes in a multi-node networked data processing system, 
the system comprising: 

first means for sending, from a first node, a command request to a second node; 
second means for receiving, at the first node, resu te aresult of execution from the 
second node, wherein the result of execution contains both ^ a program result fi-om the 
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one or more tasks executed and an array of log messages, wherein each log message 
contains a unique identifier and associated text content; and 

third means for modifying , at the first node, at least one of the log messages in the 
set of log messages received io the result to produce a modified result and placing 
appending the modified result int - e - a to an existing log system on the first node , the 
existing log system comprising a first node result of execution from o ne or more tasks 
executed bv the first node . 

45. (Origina]) The system as recited in claim 44, further comprising: 
fourth means for transmitting the modified result to a requesting node. 

46. (Original) The system as recited in claim 44, wherein at least some of the set of 
log messages in the modified result are identical to corresponding log messages in the 
result. 

47. (Original) The system as recited in claim 44, wherein the modified result contains 
all of the log messages contained within the result. 

48. (Original) The system as recited in claim 44, wherein the modified result contains 
none of the log messages contained within the result. 

49. (Original) The system as recited in claim 44, wherein the step of modifying 
comprises placing a modified log entry in the modified results correspondtrig to an 
unmodified log entry m the set of log messages in the results. 

50. (Original) The system as recited in claim 44, wherein modifying the set of log 
messages comprises translating at least one of the log entries in the set of log entries fi-om 
a first language into a primary language of the requesting client node if the first language 
is different fl-om tlie primary language of the requesting clien t node. 
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51. (Original) The system as recited in claim 50, wherein the translating the log 
entries comprises matching the message identijRcation of a log entry with a corresponding 
replacement text in the primary language of the requesting client node. 
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
